A banquet which was In progress 
on the second floor of the hotel was 
broken up with scant ceremony by 
w ater streaming through the ceiling. 
During the progress of the fire two 
men were arrested while robbing the 
rooms. 
On the top floor of the building in 
the south wing are the offices of E. 
C. Rittsher, who was one of the at­ 
torneys for John R. Walsh during his 
recent trial on a charge of misuse of 
hank funds. 
In these offices were 
many of the papers connected with 
the Mal. 
Mr. Rittsher. who chanced 
to be in when the fire started, gath­ 
ered up what papers he could carry 
and placed the others In the center 
of the room and covered them with 
rugs. 
As soon as the smoke had 
cleared away policemen were posted 
to guard the documents.

The fortifications appropriation bill 
was taken up and in the course of de 
bate upon it Mr. Bartlett of Georgia 
refuted the claims of the Republicans 
to credit for authorship of the rail­ 
road rate or Sherman anti trust laws 
The hill was sidetracked for general 
debate.

Wheeling, W. Va., March 21.—The 
fourth flood in the Wheeling district 
within five weeks reached its crest 
with 39 feet 6 inches. 
After remain­ 
ing stationary for three hours a slight 
irop was shown and the flood will 
rapidly recede. 
There is much dis­ 
tress among the poor of the city and 
j vicinity. 


Several articles appeared in T he Dis­ 


p a t c h recently concerning the tem ­ 
perance agitation of the present time. 
It is not in the province of this depart­ 
m ent to discuss the various opinions ad­ 
vanced as to m atter under discussion as 
a whole, but it certainly is not out of 
place to discuss the hearing of home 
life on the question. 
A recent w riter 
claims that poverty is practically the 
entire cause of the drink habit and 
says: 
“ For instance a working man who 
drudges all day at his toil is not poor 
because he drinks, but drinks because 
he is poor. 
A 
man who has most of 
his life ground out of him and comes to 
his hovel in the evening all tired out 
will nine times out of ten take to drink, j 
The saloon or gin shop is a much more 
congenial place of abode to him than 
the looks of the poor place he lives in. j 
There he comes in contact with his 
friends, and it is there, while under the 
influence of stim ulants, th at he forgets 
his hardships. 
Drink is not the cause ! 
of poverty, but it is in the main pov­ 
erty th at is the cause of drink.” 
The w riter has evidently failed to 
consider that the time and money spent 
in seeking the saloon, “ th rre to come 
in contact with his friends,” and while 
under the influence of stim ulants for­ 
get his hardships,” had been spent in 
hearty co-operation with his good wife 
in making the home pleasanter and hap­ 
pier it would soon cease to bo a hovel. 
That unpleasant home life drives men 
to drink no one can doubt. 
But it is by 
no means always or usually poverty 
which is the cause. 
It is much more 
often incompetence and ignorance of 
the first principles of housekeeping on 
the part of the wife. 
Many a woman 
is unable to cook an appetizing and at 
the same time wholesome meal, no 
m atter w hat m aterials she has, and un­ 
wholesome food, 
which di ranges the 
digestion, creates a craving for rich 
foods and sooner or later for intoxicat­ 
ing liquors. 
“ A home th at is no home” 
may be such because of over neatness 
or finicalness, but it much more often 
the result of ignorance or incompe­ 
tence. 
T hat the home of the working man 
is not a hovel solely because of poverty, 
is easily shown 
The w riter has in 
mind two men whom he will call John and 
Jam es. 
John has the sm aller salary of 
the two and the larger family, 
yet his 
• home is neat and pleasant. 
Jam es has 
larger wages and few er to support, yet 
his home is a veritable hell on earth. | 
Extravangance or incompetence or the 
part of the woman, or the squandering 
of the earnings of the head of the fam i­ 
ly in drink, with his accompanying be- j 
stiality, may either wreck the home, 1 
but God help the home where both 
causes are a t work. 
How' are the conditions to be rem e­ 
died? 
They can only be am eloriated in 
the present generation, or for several 
to come. 
If at all, the remedy must 
come through the training of our boys 
and girls. 
Statistics show that over 95 
per cent of the women who reach the 
age of 30 m arry. 
Probably 80 per cent 
find m ates before reaching the age of 
24. 
W ith this fact in view one would 
think th at a sensible m other would 
make the first aim in the education of 
her daughters th at of fitting them for 
housewifery and motherhood. 
Yet not 
one m other in ten gives the thought to 
this which she does to having her 
daughters trained in the so-called so­ 
cial graces, or fitted for two, three or 
four years of teaching or business life. 
Many a m other seems to think that 
the only thing necessary is to g et her 
girls “ m arried off.” 
In fact she is 
only too often getting them 
“ married 
on.” 
A fter failing, through lack of 
! mental, moral and physical training to 
make a home attractive enough to re­ 
tain the love of a husband, afte r hav­ 
ing secured one, the daughter returns 
with a bevy of children to live on the 
old folks, or else she seeks out a mis­ 
erable existence trying to support her­ 
self and her offsprings. 
W ere there more good cooks and good 
m anagers there would be few er di­ 
vorces; not so much because the heart 
of a man is reached through his stom ­ 
ach, as because a couple fed on un­ 
wholesome food are bound to have in 
digestion or dyspepsia, and the person 
who can live at peace with his or her 
family or neighbors when suffering 
with these diseases, is indeed rare, and 
“ too good for human n atu re’s daily 
food.”

SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


• w i l l Passes 
Measure 
Increasing 
Bonus to Vessels. 
Washington, March SI.—Tho ship 
subsidy bill has boon paaeed by tbs 
senate. It pays to 16-knot vessols ply­ 
ing between this country and South 
America, tha Philippines, Japan and 
Australia, $4 per mile, the amount 
awarded by th# act of 1891 to vessols 
of 20 knots only. 
The bill was amended in the senate 
so that 12-knot vessels will receive $2 
per mile, which is the allowance un­ 
der the existing law to 16-knot ves­ 
sels. Amendments were also adopted 
providing that lf two or more line# of 
steamships ply from Atlantic ports te 
South America under the provisions 
of the bill, one line shall stop at two 
ports south of Cape Charles, and stlp 
Hinting that no more shall be paid for 
subsidies than is received from ship 
service by the government.

of the senate. 
Court etiquette also 
establishes that cousins of the king 
shall be designated as most serene 
highnesses, princes of the blood, tak­ 
ing the name of Savoy and "their 
wives shall take the position and ti­ 
tles of the husbands.” 
The Italian newspapers speak in the 
most complimentary manner of the 
duke and the young American lady 
with whom his name is associated, de­ 
claring that an excellent impression 
has been produced by the probable en­ 
trance of Miss Elkins into the royal 
family of Italy. The aristocracy seems 
especially le a s e d at the prospect of 
welcoming another beautiful and ac­ 
complished American woman to their 
circles. 
The newspaper Vita remarks 
that there is only one reservation to 
he made to the general satisfaction at 
the match, and that is that the duke 
might appear as one of the “so-called 
European gentlemen going to America 
In search of not only a wife, but a for­ 
tune.” 
The question of Miss Elkins becom­ 
ing a Catholic does not occupy the 
public mind, the Vatican having de 
dared it would not put any obstacle 
In the way of the marriage.
